Ackley's Bill. 


Senator Ackley's bill provides tha

The 
discussion was created by the hearing- 
cm Senate bill No: 125, introduced by 
Senator Ackley of Chippewa Falls and 
sought to amend the present section 
of the law governing the recall of citj 
officials in cities operating under the 
commission form of government. As 
the measure directly affects the con- 
ditions that exist in Janesville at the 
present time, representatives oE both 
sides of the question were present and 
aired their views on the merits of the 
bill in question. 
This measure is 


printed in full in another column of 
the Gazette tonight. 
The 
measure 


should be passed, not alone for the 
benefit of Janesville at the present 
time, but also to prevent any other 
similar /happenings 'in various cities 
of the state how' operating under the 
commission -form 
of 
government, 


where recalls "may originate, without 
cause ,but for personal reasons of the 
recall elements, as.in Janesville at the 
present .time. • It is to be hoped the 
committee which heard the discussion 
on Thursday will make a favorable re-

bly, do enact as follows: 


Section 1. Sub-section 1 of section

are amended to read:

—304). (1) At the election held, as 
provided by law, upon the first Tues- 
day in April next succeeding the adop-

there shall be elected a council con- 
sisting of a mayor and two other mem- 
bers. Any person possessing all the 
qualifications o£ an elector in such 
city other than the qualification of 
residence therein shall be eligible to

A physician reader asks If a 


diet consisting largely of corn- 
bread and salt pork would be 
likely to cause pelagra and If 
the addition of fresh meat would 
improve the diet. 
Italian In- 


vestigators sometime

rived at the conclusion that pela- 
gra Is due to eating rancid corn, 
which forms a large part of the 
diet of the poor Italians. 
Late- 


ly a commission appointed by 
the State of Illinois clearly dem- 
onstrated that pelagra Is 
not 


due to eating corn, at least not 
If the1 corn Is fit to eat. Some 
investigators hav.e arrived at the 
conclusion that rancid fat Is the 
cause of this disease and that 
spoiled corn Is as likely t'o be 
the cause as any 
other food. 


There Is no good reason for bs- 
licving that fr-esh meat would 
prevent the disease under any 
circumstances.

FORTY YEARS AGO 


Janesville Daily Gazette, February 


28, 1ST.'!.—Fire Last Night: At a quar- 
ter before eight o'clock last night fire 
was discovered in the upper portion 
of Orcutt and Pierce elevator, near 
the M:. and St. P. freight house. 
An 


alarm promptly sounded brought out 
the fire department, but the wooden 
structure was a .mass of flames before 
water was brought through a single 
lead of hose to the scene of the con- 
flagration. It was not possible to save 
the elevator but the ..single stream 
thut was placed on. the freight depot 
finally saved that building, as one 
corner was in blaze when the wel- 
come 
water come. Another stream 


from the shorter line of hose did ser- 
vice on Bump and Grey's warehouse 
and some other wooden 
structures 


that were burning across the track. 
A. large barn ami a pile of wood close- 
ly adjoining Orcutt and Pierce's ware- 
house was also saved. A-continuous 
shower of snowballs against the expos- 
ed corner of the freight depot kept 
the flames In check the fire until some- 
thing more effective in the shape of a 
stream of water was brought to bear 
upon the spot. The river was over a. 
thousand feet away from the scene 
of the fire and the firemen were great- 


ly hampered by the lack of.water. The 
single stream that was placed on., tiie 
warehouse of Orcutt and Pierce,proved 
unable to meet the fury of the iag- 
ing flames and the big. elevator and 
:i-1,000 bushels of grain were totally 
destroyed. 
The pressure of t.he.;water 


was .far too small to meet the danger- 
ous condition of the fire and it is here 
suggested that more 
power be fur- 


nished to the fire department. 


The building and fixtures were val- 


ued at .$S,i!00 on which there was an 
insurance of $5,000. 
Some two thou- 


sand bags of grain were ruined by the 
lire and were only partially covered 
by insurance. The fire is thought to 
have been caused by the friction of 
the bearings of a motor which was 
employed in the top floor. 


The train which was off the track 


in the southern portion of this city 
yesterday afternoon, was placed, upon 
the rails again about half past six. 
Two of the cars were so badly dam- 
aged that they were left oft!, at-this 
station.

hitched up the fiery steed.'which, might 
he called the untamed postoffice mule, 
went down to the wreck and brought 
up the mail, so that the Janesville 
people coukl have their mail at an 
early hour today.
